Al-Seyassah  under  the  title  " Al-Zawahiri 1 s Threats"  (9/13): 

"Ayman  Al-Zawahiri ’ s threats  to  Gulf  States  did  not  come  of  nothing. 

They  are  the  result  of  his  confidence  and  knowledge  of  the  presence 
of  cells  and  organizations  capable  of  carrying  out  these  threats...
